RUSSIAN IMMIGRANTS WENT TO 
HAWAII WITH OPEN EYES. 


—̃ 


J. B. Castle of Honolulu Says That 
Every Condition and Requirement 
Was Explained to Them, but That 
Through Dissensions They Have 
Failed in Their Contract. 


J. B. Castle of Honolulu, who with 
F. A. Demens of Los Angeles proposed 
and carried out the immigration of the 
Russian peasants to the Hawaiian 
Islands, denies the existence of the 
conditions depicted in the letter from 
one of the Russians published in yes- 
tor days Times. 

Mr. Castle was in Los Angeles only 
one day, and left yesterday for the 
islands again. Before leaving he sald 
that the main statements of the Rus- 
ans, about contract labor. eto, were 
unfounded. We print Mr. Castles 
statement as a presentation of his side 
of the case. 

“Before any Russian family is taken 
to Hawali every condition of the en- 
terprise, every detail of the require- 
ments, every possible situation that 
could arise, was explained to the Rus- 
sians as well as it ibly could be 
to people unfamiliar with life in the 
western hemisphere. They knew abs- 
lutely what was expected of them, 
what kind of work they would have io 
do, how they could get the land, and 
bow long it would take them to gain 
of . Nat one of those 
conditions, not a single part of the 
requirements, has been cha l 

“Tt ie not true that they are under 
contract to work for any length of tim, 
or at all. 
wages, just as any other laborers. They 
do get 75 cents a day, which is a high 
average wage in the islands for the 
class of work they are doing. They 
do not have to live on rice, 

“The whole trouble bas arisen be- 
cause of dissensions among themselves 
They could not agree on a ut up inf 


the work and land. They split up int» 
factions and part of them are no 
working and part of tiem wish to re- 
turn to Los Angeles. 

“We have done all in our power, 
and will continue to do it. The Rus- 
sians have not lived up to their con- 
tract as yet. They agreed that 140 
families would come over, and only 
ferty came. 
“They knew when they came over 
that they would not get any land unt“ 
next year. was carefully told 
them. The land which will be open 
was leased for thirty-three years to a 
sugar company. t lease expires 
May 1. 1907. The land can be taken 
up under the homestead laws of the 
United States. To induce white immi- 
eration a valuation was put on the 
land for the Russians that ts far be- 
low the real value. In addition to the 
valuable land, there are many thou- 
sand dollars’ worth 4f improvements

principle prevails through all its types in all languages 
and in all ages. Mirtam's song by the shores of the Red 
Sea was most distinctly religious. David's harp was 
never attuned to any lay that was not directly inspired 
by religion. Homer by the shores of the Aegean was 
singing in Greek his marvelous epic about the very same 
time in which David was singing psalms in Hebrew to 
his harp. Jehovah is no more a very present reality in 
the songs of the poet king than Jove is in the immortal 
epic of the blind bard of Asia Minor. The hills stand 
round about Jerusalem, and so the Lord stands round 
about his people for evermore was the thought timt in- 
spired the poet king of Israel. Homer with spiritual 
eyes saw Zeus, Minerva, and Mars just as distinctly bat- 
tling on the side of Greek or Trojan as David saw Jeho- 
vah, Michael, and the other angels fighting for the cause 
of Israel. When Virgil tuned his harp strings to sing a 
great epic in Latin, the profound spirit of devotion in the 
very presence of the gods moved every fiber of his mind, 
bec it pervades every line created by his wonderful ge 
nius. The gods are a very present reality in every part 
of the Aeneid. 


‘We do not have to go back to the alleged ages of in- 
spiration to find this great truth that religion is the 
mainspring of all art working in the human mind. It is 
just as true of the poets and artists of the present day 
as it was in the case of the Hebrews, Greeks and Ro- 
mans of long ago. Dante is as profoundly religious as 
Virgil, Homer, or David. Demosthenes and Isaias were 
no more filled with religious devotion than the great or- 
ators of our own time. Dante in the Middle Ages, with 
his lines reading as if written on the very verge of the 
inferno or in the eternal light upon the highest pinnacles 
of heaven, is fully matched in this respect by Milton 
singing in England hundreds of years later. Tennyson's 
remains have scarcely mouldered into dust, and of all 
the poets none have been more sublimely religious than 
the late poet laureate. 


It is an exceedingly important fact, and it has been 
an exceedingly important factor in human life, although 
one that few of us reflect upon or realize, that all the 
— achievements of the human race, including all 

ages and all races, have been wrought by men of a 
deeply religious spirit. The ancient Roman warriors 
were intensely religious. The great Greek statesmen 
and philosophers, as well as the poets and sculptors, were 
almost universally of the same cast of mind. The same 
has been true in modern times. Not only Charlemagne 
of the Middle Ages was imbued with this religious spirit, 
but so was Napoleon, although in a very different way. 
Gladstone, Thomas Jefferson. Washington, Ben Frank- 
lin, Lincoln, McKintey, and Roosevelt, are all men whose 
minds are filled with the ever-present sense of religion | 
The men without religion who have accomplished any- 
thing in the whole course of history have been exceed- 
ingly few. 


If one could eliminate religion from the history of 
mankind, we would not only lose the Bible from Genesis 
to Revelation, but we would also lose almost every great 
masterpiece in literature, in painting, in sculpture, and 
furthermore, we would sponge from the records of his- 
tory nearly ali the adufirable achievements of the great 
men of our race. Materialism seems to beget in the | 
human mind sterility. It takes the energy out of human | 


thought. The three great Greek tragic poets and the

fiber with a religious spirit. There has been but one no- | 
_tably great poet whose mental attitude was in antago-

| Byron will come into the mind of some reader. Byron 
was certainly not religious, and Byron was certainly a 
great poet.

—has been before afi commissioner for oaths in the bor- 
cough of Aberystwyth and has sworn to a truly remark- 
able yarn. 

Nine years ago, in Cape Town, he encountered one 
Capt. Jones, a master mariner in the British Mercantile 
Marine. In the course of their several conversations 
Capt. Jones disclosed a wondrous tale of diamonds that

neer to two machinery companies, and Capt. Frederick 
G. Jackson, leader of the famous Jackson-Harmsworth 
expedition of 1894 to 1897. Whether this doughty ex- 
plorer will get nearer to the mysterious island than he 
did to the North Pole, time alone can decide. s 

In the meantime, those who subscribe to the 7500

India rubber that is not India rubber is being made in 
France. Henri Jumelle has perfected a process of ex- 
tracting rubber and gutta percha from bark. Different 
methods are used. The Deiss process consists of grind- 
ing up the bark and pounding it in a mortar and leaving 
it for seven days to the action of sulphuric acid. A 
black mass is formed; this is washed and the rubber is 
separated from it by passing the mass between wood roll- 
ers, a stream of hot water playing upon it the while. A 
better method is to pound up the acid paste so as to ob- 
tain the rubber more quickly, washing the paste then iu 
a continuous stream of cold water. The rubber which is 
set free is pressed together in the roller machine and left 
in the air for twenty-four hours. In this way about 100 
grains of rubber are obtained from every pound of bark.

HONEY-MAKERS OF CALIFORNIA 
AND THEIR HAUNTS.

E have often boasted of California as the land 

of sunshine and flowers, but always from the 

pleasure-seeking viewpoint of our own little 
group of humans, never from the bread-and-butter 
one of countless other inhabitants whose living 
depends upon its harvest fields of bloom—the honey- 
makers whose happy hunting-grounds lie up, down, 
and across the State. 


“When California was wild,” writes the great John 
Muir, it was one sweet bee garden throughout the entire 
length, north and south, and all the way across from the 
snowy Sierra to the ocean—the great Central Plain hav- 
ing more than 400 miles where the foot pressed a hundred 
flowers at every step.” 

Every sort of fairy cup upheld its nectar and so great 
was the variety of flavors offered that the most epicu- 
rean Old bee could satisfy the cravings of his appetite, 
whether his special predilection was for pungent mint, 
delicate violet, or the more spicy brews. 

No one knows how long these various species of bees, 
tribes of aborigines, had dwelt in their honeycomb 
wigwams and lived their wild, free life, but the ancestral 
braves and squaws probably took possession as soon as 
the present flora gained a foothold, at the close of the 
glacial period. 

But besides the original wild species—“mossy, burly 
fellows”—in the early fifties came immigrants from dis- 
tant parts, not eastern tourists for a brief flitting, but 
pioneer settlers with the serious purpose of making 
homes and growing up with the country. 

The first brown honey bees brought to California ar- 
rived in San Francisco in March, 1853, a bee-keeper ‘by 
the name of Shelton buying twelve swarms from one 
Aspinwall who had personally conducted the colonists 
from New York. 

One hive of these taken to San José so flourished in 
the benign Santa Clara Valley that it sent off three 
swarms in the first season, at a time, too, when a bee 
was worth its weight in gold, for later when the 
owner died, a swarm was auctioned off for over a hun- 
dred dollars. 

Attempts wére now made to import bees by the isth- 
mus, but one-half generally succumbed to the rigor of 
the trip. 

In 1859 four swarms came across the plains in the rear 
of an immigrant wagon that obligingly stopped long 
enough en route for the bees to exercise and feed. 

Of course as the bee population increased, the market 
value of honey decreased, there apparently being no 
trades union among these winged laborers to keep up 
prices, which fell from $1.50 and $2 per pound in 1856 
to 12% cents a pound in 1868. 

Many swarms, escaped from the conventional routine 
of the hive, turned tramps to follow a roving gipsy life, 
making their way to the foothills, camping out in tree 
tops or in delightful hollow logs along the roadside, 
while a hunter in the San Joaquin discovered an old 
coon-trap near the river containing two hundred pounds 
of honey. 

In these latter days, plowing and sheep-raising have 
played sad havoc in many favorite nooks of the honey 
bees—although civilization has offered a slight compen- 
sation—government rations doled out to Indian reserva- 
tions—in planting fields of alfalfa and in decorating 
homesteads with roses and honeysuckle. 

Up in the mountains, however, the bee is still mon- 
arch of all he surveys. Throughout the whole length 
of the Sierras up to 8000 feet above sea level they flour- 
ish without care, although winter snows drift deep, for 
neither sheep nor cattle think it worth their while to 
feed upon manzanita and spirea, and the cafion walls 
and gorges are fringed with honey shrubs. 

But both before and after the advent of plow and 
sheep the honey-makers have had to guard agalnst one 
archenemy, the bear sa unhappily blessed with a 
sweet tooth. 

To swallow larvae, honey, stings and all in one un- 
discriminating gulp is the delight of any bear fortunate 
enough to find a bees’ nest upon the ground. Even when 
the bee, grown wise in his generation of light, has 
selected a holloz high up in a tree, so irresistible 
proves the bait of sweetness that the smaller black and 
brown bears make a try for it. But when the eager 
climber finds that he must cling to the tree, fight the 
infuriated swarm of bees, tear open the nest, and eat 
the honey all at one time he comes to the conclusion 
that he had better resign his position in favor of a 
bear of a centipede variety. | 

We have all heard of the town youngster in the coun- 
try for the first time, sélemnly remarking, when spy- 
ing honey on the table: “I see you keep a bee.”

WASHINGTON TRADITIONS. 


PRESERVED IN THE TART OF VIRGINIA WHERE 
HE Was Born. 


It is a quiet lite that the people of Westmoreland 
county, in the Northern Neck of Virginia, lead, says E. 
N. Vallandigham in the Magazine of History. On a 
lonely plantation in this county, within sight of the Po- 
tomac, George Washington was born, and in spite of 
the rolling years, of the Civil War and of the el- 
pation, the Northern Neck of Virginia is in many re- 
spects much what it was when George Washington and 
“Light Horse” Harry Lee were born a month apart in 
the year 1732. Bven to this day sailing traft slowly 
worm their way into the deep, navigable inlets of the 
region and carry freight to Baltimore and Washington. 
Bach plantation has its own wharf, and each planter 
keeps a lookout for the coming schooner, just as his an- 
cestors of Washington's day must have watched for the 
slow and patient craft that plied up and down the Poto- 
mac and away to Baltimore, Philadelphia and New York, 
or across the Atlantic to England, a voyage that might 
stretch out for six, eight, ten or even twelve weeks. 


The very speech of the people has a slightly archaic 
flavor, and family names are redolent of old English an- 
cestry, and the whole region teems with traditions of 
‘Washington. Down in Northumberland county the little 
harbor of Lodge is named from the fact that here stood 
the Masonic lodge that Washington used to attend. 
The British destroyed the house in the Revolutionary 
War, but the corner-stone was found and opened not 
many years ago, and some of its treasures of old Eng- 
lish money were placed in the corner-stone of the Ma- 
sonic lodge at Kingsdale, another charming little Vir- 
ginia harbor. 

If the shore is much what it was in Washington's in- 
fancy, the river and its tributaries are even more 80. 
Those who know the Potomac at Washington or amid 
the mountains that hem it in farther west and north 
may well have no suspicion of the vast flood which it 
becomes in the lower part of its course, where it is 
from ten to eighteen miles wide. Here cape on cape re- 
cedes to unfold new and unexpected depths of loveliness, 
little harbors sit low on the tidal waters backed by 
wooded bluffs, behind which lie the rich plantations of 
Northumberland and Westmoreland. A soft spoken race 
of easy-going Virginians haunts the landing places. 
Fishermen stil] pursuing the traditional methods of the 
eighteenth century fetch in sea trout and striped bass 
and pike to sell them at absurdly low prices, and for 
nine months in the year oystermen are busy. Every 
planter who will can maintain his pound net in the shal- 
lows of the Potomac or one of its tributaries, and all 
along the lower course of the stream he can secure his 
own oysters without leaving the shore. The great width 
of the separating flood makes one shore invisible from 
the other. Communication is so slow between the shores 
that a man living in one of the little harbors on the 
Virginia shore who was in a hurry to travel northward 
found his most expeditious mode of travel to be a drive 
of seventy miles to Richmond. 

Shut in thus the people of the Northern Neck have 
nursed their traditions and held hard by their family 
names, so that the visiting stranger, if he has any touch 
of historic instinct, finds himself singularly moved by a 
sense of nearness in time to George Washington and 
his contemporaries. 


HANGING GARDENS OF HELENA. 

“The strangest and most interesting park project ever 
undertaken in this country is to be found at Helena, 
Mont.,” writes John H. Raftery in Technical World Mag- 
azine for July, “where the citizens are engaged in trans- 
forming the bald siopes of a conical mountain which 
towers nearly 1400 feet above the city, into a forest 
park. 

“There is no spring, well, brook, or pond upon the 
bare sides or rocky summits of this singular park; nor 
will it be possible to raise water from the valley for the 
irrigation of trees, shrubs, and flowers; yet the expert 
foresters of the Federal Bureau who spent last summer 
planning for the planting of the park, are agreed that 
several varieties of evergreen trees will flourish there 
without water or attendance. 

“A spiral footpath has been graded from the city to 
the summit of Mount Helena, and there an ornate pavil- 
jon has been erected upon the highest point of rock, 
1400 feet above the main street. In the cliffs of the peak 
there are two spacious natural caves, which will be 
tenanted by specimens of the native bears, lions, and 
other carnivora of these mountains. Parks enclosing 
herds of deer, antelope, moose, elk and buffalo will be 
added as the present limits of the tract are extended 
upon the desert lands which lie back of the mountain.”

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Trade_With Argentina. 
Some Reasons Wuy AMERICA DOES 
Nor SUCCEED BEeTTrerR THERE.

Argentina have never wearied of demonstrating, 

theoretically, why it would be impossible for goods 
manufactured in the United States ever to secure a sub- 
stantial foothold in the Rio Plate markets. The princi- 
pal reasons they have advanced for the bolstering of | 
their beliefs are three—that we have no steamers of our 
own, either mail or freight, in the trade; that we have no 
banks in the country; and that the general sentiment 
among the buyers of foreign goods is in favor of Euro- 
pean products. Each one of these reasons has un- 
doubtedly been potent in restraining an enormous 


amount of trade between the States and Argentina, but 
how far they have been from improving prohibitive handi- 
caps may be judged from the manner in which our ex- 
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ports to the latter country have ridden roughshod over 
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al? obstacles, increasing steadily from 40 to 60 per cent. 
each year, until last year they totaled up to considerably 
in excess of $25,000,000, gold. What we will do when 
these and other difficulties are removed, as they undoubt- 
edly will be at no remote time, is only a matter of con- 
jecture and largely dependent upon the growth of Ar- 
gentina, but in my own mind I am far from seriously 
questioning the assertion that I heard a prominent im- 
porter make a few days ago, that it would reach nine fig- 
ures within the next decade. 


The very creditable position we have attained in the 
export trade to Argentina has been won in the face of 
high freights, lack of banking facilities, and public sen- 
timent, and, therefore, solely on account of the intrinsic 
excellence of our goods. These are bought here, not be- 
cause, but rather in spite, of the fact that they are 
American-made; not because they are cheaper than Euro- 
pean articles with which they compete, for the contrary 
is as yet most often the case; they are desired because, 
irrespective of price and origin, they answer best the 
purpose for which they were designed. A large part of 
our trade is also in goods which cannot be furnished by 
other countries, of which items kerosene is the chief. 

The intelligent buyer of imported goods, no matter 
where, is interested above all else in what will appeal 
to the peculiar demands of his clients, in the purchase 
of goods adapted to the needs of the particular district 

8 he supplies. Next to this element of local suitability 
comes quality, and, after that, price. Sentiment, as 1 
have pointed out, is also a factor of greater or lesser im- 
portance, and one in which the buyer must follow the 
wishes of his clients more closely than his own judgment. 

Considering the various classes of goods we are at 
present able to export, it is undeniable that most of the 
elements above enumerated operate with the Argentine 
buyer in favor of the United States, a condition which 
should be all the more marked as time goes on. In the 
matter of adaptability to local needs and requirements it 
is estimated that American goods in nearly a hundred 
lines make an appeal to the Argentine buyer that is 
altogether exceptional and uniike anything proffered 
from Europe. American farming machinery is a notable 
example. The machinery we are turning out today is the 
result of a century of experience in designing and con- 
structing implements adapted to the peculiar require- 
ments of American soil and crops. Our great farming 
region is the Mississippi Valley, and all of our grain- 
growing districts resemble it so closely in topography 
that the harvesters, threshers and plows built for use in 
one section are perfectly adapted to another. Now it 
happens that the great pampas or plains of Argentina, 
where most of the latter’s agricultural operations are 
carried on, are in soll climate, and, therefore, in crops, 
more like the prairies of North America than any other 
great region of the world. Hence in buying American 
farming machinery Argentines are buying what it took 

a smarter people than themselves more than a hundred 
years to build and, at the same time; something that no 
other country can duplicate. 


Under these circumstances it is not strange that our 
agricultural machinery is carrying all before it in Argen-

Flimsiness of construction, lack of uniformity of parts, 
and rough workmanship generally, appear to have been 
responsible for a great deal of trouble, but the greater 
coal consumption, as compared to that of the English 
engine, is the worst drawback in using the American 
locomotive in this country. This is attributed to the 
fact that the steel fire-box with which the later is fitted 
is inferior in heat conductivity to that of copper of the 


coal; consequently, that article is brought from Cardiff 
at a considerable cost, making economy of fuel a point 
of prime importance in selecting a locomotive. 

In this connection the concluding paragraph of a letter 
I received from P. Seagfield, the locomotive superintend- 
ent of the Central Uruguay, seem sso fair and reasonabie 
taht I am setting it down intact. “You will see,” wrote 
Mr. Seagfield, after he had run through several pages 
of the difficulties he had encountered in operating Ameri- 
can engines, “that I have little good to say in regard 
to American railway supplies in general, and I think the 
reason for this in the matter of locomotives and ma- 
chinery is ont far to seek. In the first place, American 
designers of locomotives, until very recently, have been 
conservative in their designs, it being unusual for a 
manufacturer to depart from his settled types, with the 
result that practically the same engines as used in the 
States have been supplied to other countries, irrespec- 
tive of local requirements. On the other hand, English 
capital has built and controlled railways in all parts of 
the world, and the suggestions of the engineers working 
these lines have been transmitted home and further 
elaborated by their consulting engineers. These, having 
current knowledge of the special requirements, were en- 
abled to arrive at designs suitable to the working con- 
ditions of the different lines. The lightness of detail in 
the American engines is against them, and while it is 
an easy matter in the States to renew these cheaply, 
such does not hold good when the engines are exported 
to foreign countries, when to order ready-made details 
from home is a costly matter, which entails the laying 
out of money that might have to remain idle for a con- 
siderable period.” | 

The above, though stated simply in regard to steam 
rallway stock, may be given a much broader applica- 
tion.

Black Jews of Cochin. 


A PUZZLE or Race, RELIGION AND 
CusToMm.

POPULATION of black Jews is to be found in the 
state of Cochin, in British Hindustan, on the ex- 


treme southwest of that peninsula. Here a small 
section of the Jewish race constitutes a unique phe-

written on both sides, and the other on one only, in 
Vatellutu character, the supposed date of which is 700 
A. D., presumably a date subsequent to their settlement, 
according to some authorities, about two generations 
later. Others date the settlement of the Jews in Cochin 
as early as the first half of the third century. There is 
little doubt that those who came here had, for genera- 
tions, an enviable existence as compared with their co- 
religionists in Europe. They enjoyed the full privileges 
of citizensuip, and every path to distinction lay open to 
them. The Mohammedans coming along, disturbed their 
tranquillity some years later, for in the sixteenth century 
they slew large numbers of them; but when they next 
turned their attention to them, the latter retaliated and 
drove out the aggressors. With the arrival of the Portu- 
guese, the Jews began to share the experience of their 
brethren in Europe, and the scourge which was visited 
upon them in Granganere was likened by them to the 
destruction of Jerusalem, in miniature. 

The black Jews claim to have been the earliest set- 
tlers, though the white Jews deny them the honor, as- 
serting that the black section are pure natives, converted 
to the Jewish faith. In earlier years good feeling is said 
to have existed between the two sections of Israelites, 
white and black, but of late years their relations, from 
being strained, have become actually hostile. It may 
be that they belong to two different tribes, for, as 
Froude remarked, on the authority of Isaac Disraeli, the 
| Jewish people are not a nation, for they consist of many 
| mations. They are Spanish or Portuguese, German or 
Polish, and, like the chameleon, reflect the colors they 
rest upon, of like waters running through vast coun- 
tries that are tinged in their course with all the varie- 
ties of soil over which they flow. Historians differ in 
opinion regarding the relation of these white and black 
ex-religionists. Dr. Buchanan, for example, remarks 
that it is only necessary to look at the countenances of 
the blacks to be satisfied that their ancestors must have 
arrived in India many ages before the white Jews— 
evidently attributing their complexion to long residence 
in the tropics. Mr. Hough, the historian of Indian 
Christianity, who visited Cochin in 1820, observes that 
the black Jews appear so much like the natives of India 
that it is difficult, at first sight, to distinguish them from 
the Hindu. On a little closer inspection, however, the 
Jewish contour of their countenance cannot be mistaken. 
Another authority believes them to be the descendants 
of slaves owned by Jews, half-castes, and proselytes; a 
mixed race of Dravidians and Semites. 

Of the total Jewish population, only 180 are white: 
their characteristics generally are similar to those of the 
darker section. They all observe the same Sabbath, 
feasts and fasts. They wear a long tunic of rich color, a 
waistcoat buttoned up to the neck, full white trousers, 
and a skull cap which gives place to a turban when they 
go to the synagogue. In some respects, however, the 
dress of the black Jews resembles that of the native Mo- 
bammedans, while some imitate the “Jonaka Mopila.” 
All wear wooden sandals; these and the locks brought 
down in front of the ears distinguish them from the 
other sections of the population. Hebrew is still their 
liturgical language, and is studied as a classic among 
them; but the home language is Malayan. Though they 
retain many strictly Hebrew customs, both sections 
have adopted some of those of the Hindus. In South 
India, in past ages, the Jews were most successful as 
missionaries, which implies a great deal, On the other 
hand, while the sons of Israel, in other parts of the 
world, have made their presence felt by wielding con- 
siderable influence and making their mark in every walk 
of life, commercial, literary, and political, their breth- 
ren in Cochin have remained but little influenced even 


by their progressive surroundings.

With a view to securing the best results in the field 
examinations, the government sends its best grounded 
forestry experts to take charge of the work of putting 
the recruits through their paces. The examinations are 
advertised for weeks before they are held, and as a 
result they attract many young men from the mountain 
and prairie settlements—men who regard it as nothing 
short of a lark to be in the saddle forty-eight hours at 
a stretch or to sleep outdoors in a storm, with no other 
protection than a tarpaulin and blanket roll. 

The examination at Sulphur Springs was typical of 
its class. It was in charge of G. E. Clement, technical 
assistant on the Pike’s Peak Forest Reserve, one of 
the largest reserves in the country. The fifteen appli- | 
cants who lined up for work were typical western | 
youths. There was one big, broad-shouldered chap from | 
the School of Mines at Golden, but most of them were 
ranchers’ sons and ex-cowboys. Two were guards in the 
forest service, who were taking the examination for 
promotion. The cowboys were unanimous in deciding 
that forest rangering would be far preferable to the 
work in which they had been engaged.

RADITION has it that the Graham family is de- 


scended from Graeme, who in the time of Fergus II. 
in the fifth century, defended the old Roman wall in 


_ef their time and generation—the Madisons, Lewises 
| Taliaferros, Calhouns, Addisons, Moores, McMurtrys 
| Strothers and Twittys. William Twitty was a Revolu- 
/tionary soldier, whose name can be found in “King’s 

Mountain and Its Heroes.” ; 

The family is also connected with that of Lewis Morris 
“signer,” and at an early date settled at Morrisania, New 
York, where James Graham married Arabella Morris. 
aunt to Lewis Morris. James and Arabella were also 
cousins. James's father, Col. Augustine, was Surveyor- 
General of New York, and his grandfather, Attorney- 
General. 

Henry, also of the New York family, was captain of a 


Britain, built by Severus. 

This wall was between the firths of the Clyde and the 
Forth. Graeme, valiantly defended the wall, and since 
that time it has been called Graeme’s or Graham's wall 


or dyke. : 

It seems that he was called Graeme, on account of his 
valor—the word being Anglo-Saxon for fierce, brave, 
courageous. 

In Holland, the word is grim or grimm. In Wales, 
grem; in Gaelic, cruaim; grim in Gaelic was the word 
for battle So the Grahams, undoubtedly come of war- 
like stock; “the gallant Grahams,” is a well-known term | 
in Scotland. 

Gream is another spelling. There is an old Norse word 


volunteer company in the War of 1812. 

New England progenitors of the family were Isaac, 
David and Dr. Elisha, supposedly brothers, who came 
from Grahamstown, Scotland, to Simsbury, Conn., in 
1752. Isaac, who was 24 at the time, married Sarah 
Moses. 

The family is also found in Woodsbury, where Isaac 
Gilbert Graham was born. He was a surgeon in the 
Revolution, and upon retiring from the army received 
from his superior officers the highest proofs of respect 
and esteem, and was presented by Washington with a 
silver-headed cane now a treasured relic. 

Isaac was son of Andrew, who was a member of the 
Committee of Safety of 1775. His father, the Rev. John. 
was inother pilgrim ancestor, and a son of the noble 
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Graham 


| gramr, or gremr, meaning fierce, also king, and Chrimes 
and Crimmin are the high German forms. | 

Other names, derived from the same root, are Grimble, 
or the Frankish form Grimbald. Then we have Grim- 
mond, Grimsby and Grimshaw. 

Few families can boast of more historical renown than 
the Grahams. 

Sir William de Grahame, of Scotland, the ancestor of 


He witnessed the foundation charter of that King to the 
monks of the Abbey of Holyrood, in 1128. This is the 
| first authentic appearance of the name Graham. He ob- 
_tained the lands of Abercorn and Dalkeith, and his 
grandson David received from William the Lion, in 1214, 
| certain lands near Montrose. His son was one of the 
_ witnesses of the treaty with Henry III, and his grandson, 
Sir John, was the richt hand” of Wallace, in whose arms 
he died, after the battle of Falkirk. His brother, Sir 
Patrick Graham, fell at Dunbar, and dying, guve his 
sword to his son, making him swear upon its blade that 
while he lived he would fight for Scotland. The sword 
is now in possession of the Duke of Montrose. 

Col. John Grahame, of Claverhouse, in the royal army

Mary Adora and Lillie Idora—were 
they not charming girls, of course’?—and Nancy Ann 
Narcissa—how delicious is the combination! Then there 
— Myrtle and Pearilie, and Romeo, and Severe, and 


The arms reproduced were granted to “Master Robert 
Graham, citizen,” of London, in 1680. They are embla- 
zoned in Burke’s Peerage as follows: 


Sable, on a chevron azure, between three escallops or. 
a rose gules, barbed vert. 

Crest, a blade of thistle and a fig leaf proper in saltire. 

Motto, Hine decus inde tegmen—from this quarter 
honor, from that protection. 

Robert was doubtless “Knight of the Thistle,” a Scot- 
tish order, as many of the name have been.

The. First Lord of the Admiralty, under Sir Robert 
Peel, was Sir James Graham, born in Cumberland, his 
pamphiet, “Corn and Currency,” bringing him into prom- 
inence in the political world. 

The “Cowper of Scotland,” James Grahame, poet, was 
called a friend of humanity as well as a poet. 

Pilgrim Fathers were James and Richard Graham, 
brothers. They were born in Argyleshire, Scotland, and 
were with William, Prince of Orange, in his famous 
battle of the Boyne, in 1690, which permanently estab- 
lished the House of Orange upon the English throne. 
The two brothers settled in Pennsylvania. 

It was a grandson of one—which one, tradition has not 
handed down—William by name, who with his mother, a 
widow, went to live in Charlotte, N. C., in 1766. 

This William is renowned as a signer of the Mecklen- 
burg Declaration of Independence, May, 1775—a decla- 
ration which is reflected in that of 76, penned by Jeffér- 
son. 

William’s brothers were also men of note, right valiant 
and worthy men, who performed signal services for their 
country. They were Gens. George and Joseph of the 
Revolution. No duty was too perilous, no service too 
dangerous that they were not ready to undertake. Gen. 
George, with twelve men, was the leader of the attack 
which actually compelled a foraging party of 400 English 
to retreat. This instance of bravery is recorded upon 
his monument, with the following: 

“He was the people's friend, not their flatterer, and en- 
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joyed the unlimited confidence of his fellow-citizens.” 
Gen. Joseph Graham's son was William, Governor of 
North Carolina. 
The name is intimately associated with the early his- 
tory of the Carolinas and of Tennessee, and there were

Cramps, in the writer’s opinion, are not an inceptional 
trouble, but more often the death struggle of alling | 
chicks. Cramps which seemingly kill chicks off quickly | 
may be traceable to drinking too heartily of very cold 
water, by choking, or by extreme heat of the sun. In 
California these conditions are more or less remote, 
hence it is all the more probable that cramps are but the 
aftermath of specimens ailing from other and various 
causes. 

Colds and their aftermath, roup, are due to dampness, 
filthy quarters, exposure to bad weather, and overcrow4d- 
ing. For detailed information bearing more specifically 
on these troubles the reader is referred to previous is-

It is almost Impossible to get too 
few good birds in a single pen. The writer has always 
been impressed with Mr& Harris’s method in breeding 
her celebrated strain of winning Buff Cochins in Eng- 
land, which cut the number down to a single bird m 
each pen. This is of cofirse an extreme precaution, and 
only commendable in breéding showroom specimens 
which may command gilt-edge prices. It illustrates, 
however, the force of the argument. ' 
Another consideration of prime importance is the sep- 
aration of the sexes just as quickly as they can be told 
apart. Males and females commingling in the same pen 
produce a wear and tear, a nervous tension which is 
sadly inimical to a contented, cheerful and robust devel- 
opment along normal lines calculated to produce strong 
constitutional characteristics, prepotency as breeders, 
and fine specimens from a utilitarian and fancy point of 
view. 

Among minor points which may be discussed in «4 
sentence may be mentioned the following: The Medi- 
terraneans, and indeed most all the lighter breeds, be- 
gin roosting of their own accord; but Cochins, Brahmas, 
and chicks of the other heavier breeds often have to be 
taught. If allowed to roost on the floor too long, 
crooked breasts are quite apt to follow unless the floor 
be kept clean and well covered with straw or litter of 
some kind.

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Havoc Wrovucut By ENGLISH 
SPARROWS AND GERMAN CARP. 
By a Special Contributor. 

HE fate of the dodo awaits the prairie chicken, 

quail, pheasant, wild turkey, bluebird, oriole, 

thrush, wren, robin and certain other varieties of 
game and song birds; likewise the bass, the croppie, the 
pike, and even the channel catfish. Furthermore, it will 


be 2 and “skidoo” for most of them within the next 
two or three decades, 


The importation of the English sparrow and German 
carp is responsible for the disappearance of the song 
birds and game fish, according to George A. Lincoln, 
State game warden. The game fowl are disappearing as 
a result of the encroachment of civilization. 

“As the dodo became extinct, so will the prairie 
chicken and wild turkey disappear within a short time,” 
he is quoted as saying, “while the game fish and song 
birds enumerated in the foregoing list will have become 
80 rare in a few years as to constitute curiosities.” 


The prairies of Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and South Dakota once fed myriads of game fowl, 
and the streams and lakes abounded with black bass 
and pike, It was a veritable sportsman’s paradise. The 
little tracts of woodland were filled with wild turkey, 
and the drumming of the prairie chicken and pheasant 
was heard at all times. Song birds warbled from every 
bough, and one had- but to cast his line in any pool to 
strike a voracious school of bass. 

All is different now. The wild turkey is already prac- 
tically extinct, and the prairie chicken ts fast becoming 
so. The pheasant is almost as rare as the turkey, and 
the quail is only preserved by the most scrupulous en- 
forcement ofthe game laws. This was to be expected, 
however, as a result of the encroachment of civiliza- 
tion. 


In the case of the song birds and game fish, however, 
the English sparrow and the German carp are alone re- 
sponsible for their disappearance. It was but a quarter- 
century ago that some misguided individual conceived 
the idea of stocking our ponds and streams with German 
carp. It was claimed that it was most edible and mul- 
tiplied and grew rapidly. In behalf of the English spar- . 
row it was said it was so hardy that it would not m- 
grate in the winter, and that it would never forsake the 
cities, as did other birds. 

It required but two or three years to show that a ter- 
rible mistake had been made. Some one had blundered, 
and the damage was beyond repair. Farmers who had 
besought their Congressman to express them a pall of 
carp with which to stock their ponds, and Mayors who 
had jumped at the opportunity to import English spar- 
rows at the expense of the government had discovered 
that the carp were not fit to eat and that they were driv- 
ing out the other fish, while the English sparrow was a 
pest of the worst sort, and would tolerate no other bird 
near its habitat. 

But it was in vain that they complained that they had 
been buncoed. The mischief could not be undone. The 
conditions have rapidly grown worse, and men dave 
been compelled to quietly observe the damage that is 
being wrought, while powerless to prevent it. 

In the case of the carp, the result is astounding. This 
fish is hideous of mien and foul of habit. It is known 
as the scavenger of the water. It prefers the foulest 
food, and its flesh tastes of its diet. It frequents the 
slimiest spots and converts comparatively clear water 
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into a veritable hog wallow by burrowing into the mud oe 
for its food. This has the effect of driving away game * 
fish, as the latter prefer clear water. But the greatest 4 
damage inflicted upon game fish by carp is the destruc- nt 
tion of their spawn. With fiendish instinct they seek * 
out the spawn of other fish and destroy it. Thus it is bod 
that the latter have ceased to multiply, while he carp doc 
has proven wondrously prolific. ‘

the forestry service maintains a fire-fighting system, 
the efficiency of which is constantly increasing as the 
details are worked out, such as experience of the men, 
the cutting of trails and the precautionary measures now 
being taken to prevent fire setting by campers and land 
holders adjacent to the reserves. On January 1, 1905, | 
there were 58,052,054 acres of forest reserves in the 
United States, Alaska and Porto Rico. For the year | 
ending at this date 66 of 1 per cent. of this area was 
burned over. For the year ending January 1, 1906, there 
were 92,741,030 acres of forest reserves in these three 
countries, For the year ending at this date .16 of 1 per. 
cent. was burned over. In other words, while the area | 
of reservation has almost doubled, the burned area has 
been reduced by more than one-half, and the percentage | 
of area burned over has been reduced by more than 
three-fourths. Now if these percentages were taken 
from Southern California, the seasons’ rainfall might 
cut some figure, although they have been nearly the 
same for the two years quoted. But taking the reserves 
of the whole country, it must mean that the efficiency | 
of the Forest Service is rapidly improving. | 
In California the National Forest Service, the State | 
Forester and the lumber companies are codperating to 
prevent and fight fires, all forest rangers having been 
made State fire wardens by the State Forester. An- 
other point of lasting interest to the farmer is he fact | 
that all the officers and employés of the Forest Service 
. are under the civil service system. This means that 
politics, local and national, has lost its grip upon the 
administration of forestry matters, and thus we cease 
to wonder at the change for the better in the business of 
preventing and controlling fires. And yet there are those 
of us who do not see the signs of better service al! along 
the line. What farmer is not glad to see stationery of 
the Forest Service bearing the legend, “United States De- 
partment of Agriculture?” 


How Protection Is Assured. 


HEN we remember the meager band of patrolmen 
W xno were charged with the care of the local forest 
reserves, two or three years ago, the present state of the | 
administration is surely more satisfactory. Forester 
Pinchot has placed twenty-five additional men in the 
San Gabriel and San Bernardino ranges, making 55 in 
all who will ride the fire lines and scan the territory | 
from the peaks this summer. There are 80 rangers from 
Santa Barbara to San Jacinto. The efficiency of this | 
tiranch of the service is especially in demand during the 
summer, and it is utilized in the winter to build trails | 
end fire lines when there is no danger of fire. During | 
the summer and wint@r just passed, the old force has 
constructed and opened up over 100 miles of trails, and | 
about forty miles of fire lines. The latter follow the 
ridges, the brush being grubbed for a width of ten to 
fifty feet. As soon as possible, all the mountains will | 
be prepared in this way, the additional force accelerac- | 
ing the work very materially. la addition to the re- | 
enforcement of men, Supervisor Lakens has just issued | 
the following admonition to the public: 

“The water supply is dependent entirely upon the 

quantity and continuity of the supply, and these upon | 
the preventing of fires and the increase of tree and brush | 
growth on the slopes of the watershed. As the dry sea- 
son approaches, it is well for every person in Southern | 
California to give heed to the above facts, and every | 
person to become a committee of one to see that fire 
does not occur on our watersheds again. You who go 
into the mountains exercise the greatest care with fire;

Canning Tomatoes. * 

HE subject of canning tomatoes has been discussed

Speaking 
from contact with canning factories, this allowing to- 
matoes to rot is rather commendable than otherwise. It

HE vanilla bean is the cured fruit of a climbing or- 

chid. The fruit pods are black, glossy and somewhat 
wrinkled on the surface, from five to eight inches long 
and as thick as a lead pencil. The vanilla extract of 
commerce is simply an alcoholic solution of the seed 
pods. This vine requires to be grown on some sort of a 
trellis or support. It is often planted at the base of a 
tree, so that it can clamber up the trunk. A mean tem- 
perature of from 70 to 77 degrees Fabr., with abundant 
rains and protection from wind, are the necessary cli- 
matic conditions. Any soil is suitable provided the 
drainage is good. The plants are propagated from cut- 
tings. Where these are short, abundant flowers can- 
not be expected before the third year, but where cuttings 
five or six feet long are used, flowers will be produced in 
less than two years. The leaves are cut from the lower 
end of the cutting and the stripped portion is placed hor- 
izontally and buried about three inches deep with soi! 
and rotting leaves. The upper end is fastened to the 
trunk of the supporting tree, to which d will soon be- 
come tightly attached by the aérial roots. A plant be- 
gins to bear during the third year and continues until 
seven or eight years old. Cultivation consists in keep- 
ing down the weeds and underbrush. 

Fruits are not produced unless the flowers are hand- 
pollinated, a delicate operation not difficult to learn, so 
that when one knows how, a great many flowers can be 
pollinated in the course of one day. The fruit pod ma- 
tures in from six to eight months, becoming hard, thick 
and greenish yellow. They are gathered before ripe. 
The gathered pods are spread out and exposed to the 
air for twenty-four hours, during which time they are 
sorted into grades, according to size and perfection. 

The curing process consists In sweating the green pods 
in the direct sunlight between the folds of woollen 
blankets. During the period of fermentation the pod 
turns a dark brown and sweats freely. The curing pro- 
cess continues for several days until the proper degree 
of color and aroma have been developed. After the fer- 
mentation, the pods are dried in the sun for a few hours 
and are finally dried in  cloth-covered trays, in the 
shade. When fully dried the pods are packed in tin 
boxes for several weeks until they feel dry, but are pli- 
able. Manipulation continues for one or two months. 
When completely cured, the pods are sorted to size and 
color, tied up in bundles and these packages packed ju 
tin-lined boxes which are soldered when full.
